The Hour Has Comtb 



A wave of patriotism such as the United States has 
not seen since the days preceding the Spanish-American 
War is sweeping the entire country. The demand that 
the army and navy be called out to defend the rights of 
Anwrien dtiim and to express in an emi^tie man- 
ner our disapproval of the German method of waging 
war has grown, until, at the time this short editorial 
was written, the Congress is on the verge of declaring 
that a state of war exists. The President, in a message 
that is a masterpiece both from the standpoints of rhe- 
toric and of lucidity, has asked that this be done and 
that an anny of iuit a milUon or mote he mustered in 
and trained for an emergency. He recommends furtiMT 
that universal military service laws be enacted. 

America has been long suffering; she has endured 
Insults and damages time and again that were appar- 
ently sufficient cause for declarations of war, and she 
has forborne. But the time for patience has ceased; 
Preddent Wilson and his advisers UtA that we can wait 
no longer; the Spirit of 76 is re-incamated and the 
martial fever is abroad in the land. The Imperial Ger- 
man government is to learn that Ameriea can protect 
htraeU. 

The Kernel feels that it is not inappropriate at this 
time to refer to the part that college men have played in 
recent miHtary aetivitiee and the part they will un- 
doubtedly continue to play in the near future. A large 
proportion of the militiamen who went to the border 
nst summer were college men, and according to the of- 
ficers they made very efficient soldiers. The University 
of Kentucky is proud to point to the fact that she fur- 
nished a number of these. We believe in the case of 
actual hostilities the majority ci our stodrnts wHI be 
found in service. The training our men have had in 
their battalion drill will be of considerable use to them 
hi the army, and without douht the reputation of old 
Xantucky will be ably upheld, come what may. 

The action of the students of the College of Law in 
forming a volunteer company is highly commendable 
and shows the spirit which animates the University 
man. The enthusiastic welcome accorded the men who 
returned from the border makes us sure that efforts 
like this will be appreciated. The ideal of service that 
is taught the college man makes him appreciate the pub- 
He servant and the public benefactor. 

We cannot but be sorry that the time has come 
when we must take up arms, but no, we must rejoice 
when we realize that the destinies of the greatest nation 
in the world are in the hmdn of the most comuetent men 
that world has everitM. Wa hM m liiiri nr eiir Mh 
tlonal integrity. 

"Our country, right or wrong!" We do not need 
that slogan. Our country is always right, so long as she
